Elec- 
tion of Hand, of Mitchell County, 
as Speaker of the House was as- 
sured Sunday when Rep. Charles 
Gowen, of Glynn, withdrew from 
that contest. 

Upsetting political speculation, 
Mrs Henry Nevin, of Dalton, in- 
Cumbent Secretary of the State 
Senate. nosed out Tom Camp, of 
Fairburn, Talmadge-indorsed can.- | 
didate for her office. Mrs. Nevin | 
was Victorious 28 to 25 despite 
Camps Talmadge backing. The | 


widow of a former Senate Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Nevin won her cam- 
paign without support from Lt. 
Gov.-Elect Thompson, who de- 
clined to take part in the race. 

Talmadge-favored Joe Boone, of 
Irwinton, was elected Clerk of 
the House over P. T. McCutcheon, 
incumbent and present Executive 
'Secretary to Gov. Arnall. Boone, 
a former clerk, won by a count 
of 107 to 89. Thompson took no 
part in this race either, but Tal- 
madge indorsed Boone. 

Rep. George Smith, of Emman- 
uel County, was chosen House 
Speaker Pro Tempore in a three- 
man race. Smith received 104 
votes to 46 for Rep. Mac Hicks, 
of Floyd County, and 42 for Rep. 
Tom Morgan, of Troup County. 
Rep. Jim Evitt, Jr., of Catoosa, 
did not carry out his intention 
of entering the race. Smith is 
regarded as a middle of the road 
candidate between Talmadge and 
Thompson. Neither Talmadge nor

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British Seize 
10 Jews in 
Haifa Probe 


JERUSALEM, Jan. 13 — (4) — 
Ten Jews were seized for ques- 
tioning Monday as British troops 
combed the alleyways of Haifa for 
three men who blew up the Haifa 
police station Sunday night, caus- 
ing four deaths and injuries to ap- 
proximately 150. 

The search was terminated after 
872 persons had been screened. 

Arab officials, meanwhile, de- 
manded that Britain take stern 
rmeasures to wipe out violence in 
the Holy Land. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from Cairo quoted military 
sources there as saying that the 
British Third Division was being 
transferred to the troubled Holy 
Land, and that Gen. Sir Evelyn 
Barker, Commander of Palestine 
forces, was conferring in Cairo 
with Gen. Sir Miles Dempsey, 
Commander in Chief of British 
Middle Eastern land forces.

Speed Troops 
To Indo-China 


PARIS, Jan. 13—(4)—The Liner 
Ile de France steamed toward 
Indochina Monday with 8,000 
French reinforcements aboard as a 
general staff communique indicat- 
ed that French troops scored some 
successes against the Viet-Namese 
resistance during the day. 

The reinforcements sailed Sun- 
day from Toulon about the time 
the first contingent of wounded 
combat veterans arrived at Lyon 
from the 7,000-mile distant colonial 
fighting front. The Ile de France, 
the nation’s largest passenger lin- 
er afloat, was withdrawn from the 
North Atlantic run to transport the 
troops. 

The general staff communique 
issued in Paris said the Viet- 
Namese resistance southwest of 
Hanoi was becoming “rapidly dis- 
organized” as French forces ad- 
vanced and that an iniportant Viet- 
Nam ammunition dump was blown 
up by French soldiers.

In a vigorous dissent, joined by 
Justices William O. Douglas, 
Frank Murphy and Wiley Rut- 
ledge, Justice Harold H. Burton 
declared that the law demands 
that electrocution be instantane- 
ous and not be days or even min- 
utes.”’

“We have no right to assume 
that Louisiana singled out Francis 
for a treatment other than that 
which has been or would general- 
ly be applied ... we must and do 
assume that the State officials car- 
ried out their duties under the 
death warrant in a careful and hu- 
mane manner. ,.. 

“Our minds rebel against per- 
mitting the same sovereignty to 
punish an accused twice for the 
same offense. But where the ac- 
cused successfully seeks review of 
a conviction, there is no double 
jeopardy upon a new trial. ... 
We find no double jeopardy here 
which can be said to amount to a 
denial of Federal due process 
(14th Constitutional Amendment) 
in the proposed execution.” 

The minority disagreed sharply, 
and recommended that the case be 
returned to Louisiana courts to de-

tion come at a time when the in- 
dustry is making its greatest ef- 
fort to improve dependability of 
air travel. 

The Galax accident was the first 
fatality on a scheduled airline this 
year. Last year the airlines 
marked up their best record since 
1939, with a passenger fatality 
rate of 1.24 for every 100,000,000 
passenger-miles. The 1939 rate 
was 1.19 and the 1945 rate was 
2.14. 

Here is a quick picture of what 
is happening now in the safety 
field: 

1. The Army Air Forces, Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics, Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration (CAA) and 
the airlines have been co-operat- 
ing in a series of studies of “blind” 
flying aids or radio aids to navi- 
gation, and experiments are being 
carried on by all of them and the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics concerning other prob- 
lems, such as icing, fire control 
and avoiding storms in flight. 

2. Some operating experiments 


with landing aids now are being 


arranged at major air centers— 
New York, Washington, Chicago, 
Pittsburgh, and Gander, N. F.— 
using Ground Controlled Ap- 
proach (GCA) and radar search 
equipment. Actual operation of 
the equipment should begin this 
month. 

3. The Air Transport Associa- 
tion has established the Airborne 
Instruments Laboratory at Mineo- 
la, N. Y., to study and develop 
radio equipment for flying safety 
aids. 

4. American Airlines has order- 
ed search radar built into large 
transports which will be delivered 
late this year—The first such step 
by any airline. Such equipment 
would be used to avoid collision 
and storms and to aid navigation. 

5. United Air Lines is equipping 
all of its planes for completely 


automatic landings so that the pi- 
lot will merely watch the instru- 


ments and monitor the flight. This 
equipment will be used in con- 
junction with the Instrument 
Landing System (ILS) developed 
by the CAA and the AAF which 
is being installed at more than 
100 airports. United intends to re- 
quire that all landings be made 
with the automatic pilot next 
Summer. 

6. The CAB has just tightened 
the rules governing bad weather 
approaches to assure uniform 
measurement of “ceilings’—the 
altitude at which the ground can 
be seen—and remove the discre- 
tion of tower operators and pilots 
as to what constitutes satisfactory 
visibility. 

7. Because of lack of funds, the 
CAA recently ordered the closing 
of 57 air communications stations, 
closed three airport control tow- 
ers, reduced six others from 24 to 
16 hours’ operation daily and 
abandoned. plans to operate six 
new airport control towers. The 
Communications stations provide 
service along the airways to planes 
in flight. The control towers gov- 
ern traffic into airports. 

8. Studies are being made by 
the CAA, CAB and the industry 
as to what new steps might be 
taken to eliminate accidents. Since 
pilot error is recognized as the 
commonest cause of crashes, atten- 
tion is being given to simplifica- 
tion of cockpit procedure, pilot 
training methods and divisions of 
duties between pilot and co-pilot.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13—(/)— 
The Commerce Department's 18- 
man Small Business Advisory 
Committee called Monday for a 20 

reent income tax cut, despite 

resident Truman’s opposition, 
and for laws treating management 
and unions alike. 

“The recommendations were made 
public without comment by Secre- 
tary of Coramerce Harriman. The 
Committee was established by his 
predecessor, Henry A. Wallace. 

Harriman met with the Commit- 
tee, drawn from all sections of the 
nation, during sessions here at 
which the recommendations were 
crafted. So did Undersecretary 
William C. Foster, a Republican 
who was a member of the Ad- 
visory Committee before taking 
his Administration post in late No- 
vember. 

The Committee asked that Har- 
Triman present its views on labor- 
management legislation to Con- 
gress. 

Or taxation, the Committee 
went beyond its 20 percent per- 
sonal tax cut recommendation to 
suggest an easing of taxes on busi- 
ness. It proposed that individual 
income from corporate dividend 
be exempt from the basic indi- 
vidual income tax rate on the 
ground that the corporations them- 
selves pay taxes on the earnings. 

It further recommended that co- 
operatives and other non-profit 
organization “operating in some 
markets as private business’ be 
taxed the same as private busi- 
ness. 

The Committee called for elim- 
inating “practices of any sort by 
employers, employees or Govern- 
ment which limit, retard or pre- 
vent production.”

President Harry S. Truman, in his re- 
cent message, properly passed on to Con- 
gress responsibility for labor legislation. 
That group, which has inspired so much 
complaint, reflecting public opinion, will 
now be forced to introduce legislation, 
Study it, amend it and pass it. 

_It remains to be seen whether or not 
Congress will resort to the spineless plan 
of enacting legislation which even it be- 
lieves to be unduly harsh and sending it 
on to the President for a veto—thus mak- 
ing him and his party the target for all 
the thoughtless |criticism that will follow. 

A workable program, well-thought out, 
may bring on| industrial peace in the 
major industries which could endure for 
along time.

This nation must never so lose its per- 


spective as to reach that stage where the 
sons of men and women on both sides of 
a national labor dispute are called out 
with guns.

Nevertheless, he is an honest man, if 
a stubbornly opinionated one, and the bills 
before his committee will receive thorough 
study.

He will not indulge in any study 
dominated by rage or hate. This does not 
at all mean to predict that what his com- 
mittee produces will satisfy labor.

It has been said that the only thing we learn 
from history is that we learn nothing from it. 
sik The Republican Senators apparently prepar- 
ing now to bring on another world depression by making impossible 
any real recovery in Europe—a course which cannot do other than 
eventually drive Europe into the Soviet camp—might do well to 
consider the prophetic message of Woodrow Wilson, delivered 
March 3, 1921. 
It was his last official message to the dominant Republican 
Congress. 
That Congress was then riding high, determined to “return 
the nation to normalcy.” 
A tariff measure was passed and sent to the President. It would 
have “protected” certain agricultural and industrial productions. 
President Wilson vetoed it. 


: The measure later grew into the iniquitous Smoot- 
Depression Hawley Act, which as much as any other single 
factor brought on world depression. 

In his veto message the President said, in part: 

“The situation in which many of the farmers find themselves 
cannot be remedied by a measure of this kind there is no 
short way out and measures of this sort can only have the effect 
of deceiving the farmers and of raising false hopes among them. 
Actual relief can come only from . broader measures ... 
and restoration of peace in the world, the resumption of normal indus- 
trial pursuits, the recovery particularly of Europe and the discovery 
there of credit foundations on the basis of which her people may 
arrange to take from farmers and other producers of this nation 
a greater part of their surplus production. 

“One does not pay a compliment to the American farmer who 
attempts to alarm him by dangers from foreign competition. 
. « « The American farmer produces at a rate several times 
as great for each worker as that of their principal foreign com- 
petitor what he needs is a better systern of domestic 
marketing and credit, but especially larger foreign markets for 
his surplus products.” 


Facts He went on to say that we had built up during the war a 

great merchant marine and lowered the tariffs and could 
enter world trade on a sure basis, but that the proposed measure 
would destroy the possibility. 

“I cannot believe,” he said, “that American producers, who are 
the world’s most effective, can have any dread of competition when 
they view the fact that their country has come through the great 
struggle of the last few years, relatively speaking, untouched, while 
their principal competitors are in varying degrees sadly stricken 
and laboring under adverse conditions from which they will not 
recover for many years.” 

That was in March, 1921. 

How much more true it is today. Japan and Germany, the 
chief potential competitors, are destroyed as they were not de- 
stroyed in 1919. Japan, indeed, emerged as one of the victors with 
great additions to her industrial and military empire. Germany 
is to be split into four controlled economic zones. Japan will be 


under control for generations to come.

“ walls to make it impossible for other nations to sell to 
us or buy from us. 

Wilson’s message went on: 

“If we wish Europe to survive and maintain peace we must be 
prepared to buy from her, and if we wish to assist Europe and our- 
selves by the export of our food, of raw materials or of finished 
products, we must be prepared to welcome commodities which we 
need ... clearly this is no time for the erection of high trade bar- 
riers ... it would strike a blow at those industries which prepared 
themselves for export business ... it would stand in the way of 
normal readjustment of business conditions throughout the world, 
WHICH IS AS VITAL TO THE WELFARE OF THIS COUNTRY 
AS TO THAT OF ALL OTHER NATIONS.” 

The capital letters are my own. I used them to emphasize 
again that conditions today make his words of ‘1921, more than a 
quarter century ago, much more applicable than then. 


Prophetic Woodrow Wilson told the Congress, and the public, 

that if the nations of Europe could not become 
prosperous to the point where their people had jobs and enough 
food to eat and clothes to keep warm, that their governments would 
fail and that confusion, communism and despair would make them 
likely to become the tools of designing dictators. 

The Congress went on to pass more and more tariff legislation, 
culminating in an utter breakdown of European countries. 

Hitler came to power only when hunger, unemployment, and a 
general feeling of despair sat astride almost every nation—and after 
lesser Hitler’s had had their way. 

One of the worst features of our way of life is that only occa- 
sionally do we see the middle of the road. That is when we cross 
it going from one extreme to the other. 

The Republican leadership seems determined to carry us to an 
extreme which will be productive of more, and worse, abuses than 
the extreme from which we now are retreating. 

We will briefly tread the middle of the road—but only in passing.

Should Secretary 
Dust Boss Desk? 


That was one of the questions asked of the 
Information Service of the Carnegie Library. 
One of thousands of queries, many of them as 


fascinating in topic. Quite a number of typical questions are given 
in the annual report of the Library, submitted to Mayor Hartsfield 
by Miss Fanny D. Hinton, the head librarian. 

The Carnegie Library report is one Atlanta item to which I 
have, for years, looked forward with special interest. The reading 
habits, and the reading capacity of a people are so important in 
assessing the quality of character and of intelligence of that people. 
You can learn much about Atlantans just by studying the facts 
and statistics in these annual Library reports. 

The report for 1946 reflects a new note of 


New Happiness happiness in the Library staff. That comes 
from the passage, during the year, of the $20,000,000 bond proposal, 
which includes $1,700,000 earmarked for library -expansion. It 
must make library workers who sincerely love their profession 
happy to thus foresee fruition of a dream they have held for many 
years. A dream that, for long, seemed a hopeless aspiration. You 
can tell that by reading some of the old reports. 

Now, if arrangements could be made to so increase saiaries 
payable to library workers that staffs of sufficient size could be 
maintained, the situation would be truly good. That lack of 
sufficient money for enough adequate salaries is the one fly left 
in the library ointment. 

For the first year since 1943, the Library lent more than 1,000,000 
books for home use. To be exact, 1,033,491. Falling off noted in 
the two preceding years was laid to pressure of war work. 

There were 18,523 new members added in 1946, while all 
branches and services showed varying ratios of increase. A good 
library year, throughout. But service still restricted by lack of 
capacity. When availability of material and labor permits the 
expansions authorized by the bond issue, watch the Library grow 
in usefulness to all areas of Greater Atlanta.

peals made through the different information services.

How many, and who, of the signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependence were Masons? Some Atlantan wanted that informa- 
tion. What is President Truman’s exact height and weight? That’s 
another question asked. 

(I have a glimmer of an idea some of the questions asked were 
inspired by those radio programs which offer big money prizes 
to listeners who can correctly answer some puzzling query when 
and if the radio station propounds it by telephone.) 


How many C. P. As. are there in Orlando, Fla.? 
Use of Abacus How do the use an abacus? How do you 
measure standing timber? What was the purchasing power of the 
dollar of 1870 compared to that of today? Just a few more ques- 
tions. 

What did Benjamin Franklin think about military preparedness 
and peacetime army training? 
at the Battle of Little Big Horn? 
ampere electric fuse carry? 

When were electric lights first installed in the White House? 

What is the authorized width for sidewalks in Atlanta? Was 
Abraham Lincoln’s funeral car a Pullman? How did the “Sacred

There are some samples from the 61,058 questions asked. Can 
you answer them? Carnegie Library reference service did.

Truman Unveils Labor Strategy 


WASHINGTON—tThe labor issue will exert the strongest in- 
fluence on President Truman’s relations with the Republican Con- 
gress. In his message on the state of the Union, the President has 
now begun to unveil his labor strategy. It is a fairly subtle strategy, 
calculated to conciliate moderate opinion without hopelessly alien- 
ating the labor groups. But as yet it does not embrace willingness 
to accept anything like the revised and strengthened Case Bill pre- 
pared by Sen. Robert A. Taft and his associates; and if mounting 
pressures on the White House do not change the President's mind, a 
hard fight is ahead. , 

The President worked out his plans in his newly methodical 
manner. First he commissioned a group of advisers, including 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach, Secretary of the Interior Krug, 
Secretary of Commerce Harriman, Dr. John R. Steelman and White 
House counsel, Clark Clifford, to cull over the innumerable pro- 
posals for: different kinds of labor legislation. When they had 
agreed, their recommendations were offered to the President. He 
considered them carefully, and had them embodied in the labor 
paragraphs of his message. The result is a strategy in two parts. 

First, the President without hesitation asked for immediate legis- 
lation to outlaw certain “indefensible” labor practices, such as juris- 
dictional strikes. At first blush many have therefore assumed that 
Truman was ready to reverse the position he took in the Case Bill 
veto message last Winter. In fact, however, the labor practices 
listed were only condemned after consultation through interme- 
diaries with labor leaders friendly to the Administration. 

Although public protest is inevitable, the legislation suggested by 
Truman will give little really acute pain in the labor camp. 

The question remains as to what 


Constructive Approach attitude the President will take to- 


ward such other Case Bill features as union financial account- 
ability in the Federal courts, accountability for the acts of union 
agents, and modification of the Norris-LaGuardia Act. As of today 
(it is always necessary to emphasize the possibility of change in 
the President’s position) his attitude toward. these more stringent 
steps appears to be what it was when he handed the old Case Bill 
back to Congress. Now as, in his message last Winter, he ap- 
proves certain features but does not wish to swallow the whole for 
the sake of any part. 

Such is the first phase of the Presidential strategy which is 
intended to demonstrate a+:constructive, positive but non-vindictive 
approach. Concerning the second phase, there was extremely seri- 
ous debate at the White House. As previously indicated here, the 
President is deeply concerned over the power of nation-wide strikes 
in key industries to bring the whole economy to a halt. He and 
his staff were also anxious to echo the touch of drama of his Lewis 
victory. He came close, therefore, to recommending legislation re- 
quiring a waiting period and compulsory arbitration in major strike 
emergencies. Then for several reasons he drew back at the last 
moment. 

First, investigation of the problem disclosed to the President and 
his advisers that there was not much real substance in the main 
threat now hanging over them—the need for a new coal contract 
by March 31. The termination of certain of the Presidents war 
powers makes it impossible for the Government to assume opera- 
tion of any new industries. But the coal mines are already in the 
Government’s hands. If John L. Lewis and the coal operators reach 
an agreement prior to March 31, there will be no strike. If they fail 
to reach agreement, the mines will remain in the Government's 
hands. Thus the provisions of the Smith-Connally Act concerning 
strikes against the Government will be applicable. And the Smith- 


Connally Act remains in force until June 30 
Consequently, it was felt that a hasty 


Rearguard Action decision could be avoided. At the same 
time, the President carefully canvassed the objections to forbidding 
strikes by law, even in the most essential industries. These obvious- 
ly are: first, that the Government thereby indirectly assumes a 
permanent obligation to fix fair wages in these industries, and, 
second, that the obligation to fix wages implies an obligation to tix 
profits. Here was a‘road down which Truman wisely did not wish 
to travel without further study. As a result, he proposed examina- 
tion of the whole subject in detail by a special commission. 

The commission will have to tackle the central economic prob- 
lem of modern demdcratic society, whether free or planned—which 
is the problem of the conflict between labor’s right to strike and 
the right of the general public to be safeguarded against the total 
economic chaos resulting from work stoppages in key industries. 

Except for a few extremists, the general public is stirred up 
against labor because they are stirred up against strikes. But almost 
none of the labor legislation as yet proposed is aimed to prevent 
strikes. Its purpose, rather, is to weaken the labor movement— 
which is a political, not an economic, act. Without overt provo- 
eation of the Republicans but with considerable cleverness in 
maneuver, Truman is conducting a sort of rearguard action against 
this type of law-making. He has some chance of success if the 
Congress is not aroused to hysteria by grave labor disputes this 
Winter.

I am particularly disturbed at the thought we might sometime 
relinguish our control of the Marshalls. In the two chains of these 
islands dwell as kindly and as gentle a people as ever dwelt on 
the earth and, from the human standpoint alone, disregarding all 
considerations of military security, I hope that we keep the 
Marshalls. 


~- The Marshallese are a people who have never known 
Religious what it is to be treated with kindness. The Ger- 
mans ruled them first, and after the Germans the Japs, and the 
exploitation of the Germans was about as harsh as that of the 
Japanese. The only kindness, and I feel pretty sure, about the 
only happiness and relative freedom they have ever known, has 
been theirs since we moved in to take control. They, it might be 
pointed out, are Christians, converted by Boston missionaries years 
azo when the Germans allowed the Faith to be brought into the 
islands. And through all the’years of Jap control they never de- 
serted their loyalty and their allegiance to the Christian church. 
In their little churches today, you can hear them singing the old 
hymns and saying the prayers of the Christian faith. They say 
them in pig-Latin (“Papa belong me-fella he stop ontop,” for in- 
stance, is the way they begin the Lord’s Prayer), but the faith 
is there. 

We owe it to humanity to keep them under our wing.

CIO Forgets Enmity To Join Lewis 
In Battle Against U. S. Injunction 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13—(AP)—The CIO forgot its enmity with John L. Lewis Monday 
to battle by his side in the Supreme Court against what it termed “the evils of government 


by injunction.” 

It filed a brief as “friend of 
the court” assailing the contempt 
conviction and $3,510,000 fines 
against the United Mine Workers 
and Lewis. The contempt was 
based on disregard of a lower 
court’s restraining order at the 
time of the soft coal strike. The 
CIO claimed the order would 
have compelled Lewis “to violate 
his oath of office.” 

“It tells him to act as a strike- 
breaker,” the brief said, “to do 
that which he may deem fatal to 
'the best interests of the organiza- 
tion which he is charged with 
leading and protecting. If any 
type of compulsion is more. ob- 
noxious to all that is held dear 
in a democratic society, we do 
not know what it is.” 

The eourt will hear arguments 
Tuesday from counsel for Lewis

Wite and Sons Aid Dr. Floyd 
In Writing Timely Volume 


At least two-thirds of the members of Dr. Arva Floyd’s family 
“had a hand” in his new volume, “White Man—Yellow Man,” which 
has recently been published by the Abingdon-Cokesbury Company, 
publishers. Not only did Mrs. Floyd and her sons, Andrew, who 
is with the Army of Occupation in Korea, and Arva, Jr., a lieu- 
tenant in the Army in Austria, swell with pride over the publica- 
tion, but they were delighted for a twofold reason. Each of them 
has added their share of help either in the composition in the 
illustrations or in the actual typing of the volume. 

Dr. Floyd, who was professor of missions and Oriental history 
in Japan, for four years, and who taught in government schools, 
in addition, began the writing of his enlightening and charming 
book in the Summer of 1945, about a month before the end of. 
World War II. Mrs. Floyd, who is inately refined and retiring, 
was, indeed, her husband’s main support in compiling his data and 
putting it on paper, for not only did she do the greater part of the 
secretarial work, but much of the rewrite work. 

Andrew, who is just 18 years old, drew the fascinating map 
which decorates the end sheets of the book, after consulting a num- 
ber of maps at his disposal. Arva, Jr., who was born in Japan 
while his father and mother were residing there, aided greatly in 
ironing out little kinks which appeared here and there in the 
manuscript and even in writing a number of the paragraphs them- 
selves. Now he is in faraway Austria and though he is missing 
all the pleasures which his father, mother and sisters, Annie Laurie 
and Geraldine, are experiencing just now, nevertheless he is having 
the time of his life learning to ski in the Alps. 

Getting back to Andrew. All he received from his family at 
Christmastime was a card, and here’s why! The ship which was 
carrying mail to nae men in Korea sprang a leak in the hold where 
the sacks of mail were stored, so it was transferred to the deck.
